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Petition record 


Where does your name go when you sign? 


After signing a petition, it’s 
safe to assume your own name is 
lost among the gigantic random 
collection of signatures, right? 
Isn’t it only the acute paranoiac 
who envisions unfriend], 
authorities rummaging through 
extensive files which document 
an individual’s record of political 
support? 

Actually, if you've ever signed 
a petition and feared the 
visibility and longevity of your 
written commitment, your 
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worries may be well founded 


Many counties throughout the 
Country, in the process of 
verifying petition signatures, 
keep a complete record of the 
voter's petition support. As 
signatures from the petition are 
compared with the voter 
registration affidavit for 
authenticity, a code identifying 
the petition is marked on the 
affidavit to prevent multiple 
signings. Your easily accessible, 
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alphabetically-ordered voter 
registration affidavit which sits 
in the County Registrar's Office 
may be complimented with a 
numerical code identifying all 
the petitions you have ever 
signed, regardless of whether 
they become law 

These files are open to the 
public but it is lawyers and the 
F.B.1. that show the most 
constant, intense interest in 
them. Trial lawyers find 
petitions records helpful in 
investigating the political and 
social convictions of prospective 
jurors. FBI agents, whom county 
clerks cite as frequent visitors to 
the Voter Registration Affidavit 
files, won't say if it is the 
Petition records or other 
information that holds their 
continued interest. However, 
FBI. special agent Robert E. 
Gebhardt, in charge of the San 
Francisco division, admitted that 
agents running background 
investigations on applicants for 
federal jobs, or of suspected 
subversives, could quite possibly 
be interested in the petition 
records. He went on to say, “‘I 
can visualize that we are 
conducting a background 
investigation of some person, 
perhaps for a very sensitive 
position. These petitions might 
help to give us a really complete 
picture of this person’s 
attitude.” 

The petition records can he 


useful to people other than 
F.B.I. agents if utilized 
correctly. Petition support 


information can be instrumental 
in discerning the seemingly 


hidden allegiances of local 
political aspirants. (Did that 
ecology-minded city council 


candidate sign for a destructive 
freeway measure two years prior 
to election time?) 

The petition records are kept 
with copies of every petition 
which attempts to qualify each 
year. Organizational! details vary 
from county to county; some 
even have computerized indexes 
Even if a voter is removed from 
the roll lists by failing to vote, 
his voter registration affidavit, 
complete with petition signing 
record, 1s preserved in a separate 
ordered file for another ten 
years. The only way to eliminate 
the record is to move, signing a 
new voter registration affidavit 
for your current address. This 
new affidavit will replace your 
old one in the county files. 
Despite the growing fear of 
government investigation, says 
Robert Wasserwaid of the 
California Marijuana Initiative,

Why didn't 
they obtain it? Or perhaps “The Adventures of Robin Hood” or 
“The Naked Prey’? The same criticism applies to the comedies they 
are showing: “The Green Man” is a mild Alastair Sim film which has 
been on campus already in the last few years; their collection of 
comedy shorts are probably so standard that everyone has seen them 
a hundred times over; | Know nothing about except 
that Cultural Programs has it playing last in the series — a spot 
reserved for movies they do nul think will draw. The one good film 
in the summer series is ““Sunset Boulevard"’, a harsh, cynical bugger 
of a film directed by Billy Wilder.

This 
would show she had = strong 
support here and wield power 
back at the Miami convention 
later on this year in July. Mrs 


Chisholm came in tourth behind 
a write-in campaign for Gov 
George Wallace who ts also 
running for the nomination but 
could not personally campaign 
here. As of this date, Rep 
Chisholm had 4.8% of the vote 


or 155,105 votes to the 
incomplete returns (the write-in 
votes have not yet been 
completely counted) of Gov. 
Wallace which gives him 208,440 
votes or third place. 

The other active candidate on 
the Democratic side of the ballot 
in this state was Mayor Sam 
Yorty. A man not covered by 
many during the primary. Mayor 
Sam received |.5% of the votes 
cast or 49,467 votes. He 
campaigned up and down the 
State with his campaign red 
white and blue smily button 
which read “Smile with Yorty in 
72.’ While Gov. Wallace wanted 
us to “send them a message,” 
Mayor Yorty wanted us (the 
voters) to ‘“‘send a clear 
message.” 

Was that the message Yorty 
wanted the voters to send? On 
May 31, 1972, the mayor was in 
Sacramento telling us his 
message. The maverick mayor as 
he is sometimes called is the 
Harold Stassen of California 
Stassen in the late 1930's the 
former Governor of Minnesota, 
Was tooted as the boy wonder in 
politics. When he was in his early 
thirties he was elected and then 
re-elected Governor. In 1948 
Stassen ran for the Republican 
Nomination for and

Which time he

maverick in his party. He is now 
a political joke. Yorty in 1936 
was elected to the State 
Assembly Re-elected in 1938 
and 1949. In 1950 the mayor 
was elected to Congress and 
revelected in 1952. In 1954 he 


ran for W.S. Senator against 
former Sen. Thomas Kuchel and 


lost. In 1961 he was elected 
Mayor of Los Angeles and 
re-elected twice to that office 
(1965,1969) and during that 
time the “Mayor Sam” story 
grew so now he is either 


considered a “‘spoiler” or a 
“political” joke 

As for his message, “Mayor 
Sam Yorty will direct his efforts 
to the election of a California 


deiegation devoted to the 
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nomination of a Democratic 
candidate who will not only 
serve the best interests of our 
nation but who will also be 
cognizant of and sympathetic to 
the unigue interests of 
California.’ 

The mayor said, “California 
will quickly become a captive, 
forgotten land if either 
Humphrey or McGovern manage 
to win the June 6 primary.” 
Yorty noted he was the only 
Californian running and said, “‘I 
will look out for our state if my 
delegation is chosen to represent 
California..."’ Considering 
himself a ‘‘favorite son” 
candidate he all but called the 
other candidates 
“carpetbaggers’’ as he charged 
them (McGovern and 
Humphrey) of trying to buy the 
voters of California. He added, 
**California Democratic voters 
are for California and not for 
sale.’

“carpetbagger’” when he ran in 
the New Hampshire and 
Nebraska primaries?

Usually the problems for 
students arise out of grades. If 
for example, you receive a grade 
from a professor that you feel is 
unfair—to to the Ombudsman. 
He in turn will listen to you and 
your problem with an unbiased 
ear. He will also talk to the 
professor and ail parties involved 
and try to come to a reasonable 
solution. Remember, the 
Ombudsman is not just a 
“student's voice of protest’ but 
a representative cf the entire 
academic community-students, 
administrators, staff and faculty. 

He was selected by a 
committee whose membership 
included representatives of all 
the above named groups and the 
Ombudsman is responsible to 
the student and faculty Senates 
This gives the Ombudsman 
sufficient independence to try to 
settle problems, no matter who 
they are between. Most of the 
people that come to the 
Ombudsman’'s office have 
exhausted all other avenues of 
recourse. And because of this, 
his office has a track record of 
“95% of the time reaching an 
agreeable settlement among 
those people invoived.”” 

What most people do not 
realize, especially students, it 
that the Ombudsman handles 
problems other than 
grade-centered disputes. Of 
course you have cases where as 
a. example, one student wno 
needed 40 units to graduate and 
thought all 40 had to come 
from his area of study. He also 
had to work so he arranged his 
schedule and went to the one 
last class he thought he needed 
in the morning. He would then 
go to work in the afternoon 
Then, the class time was changed 
to the afternoon hours and not 
given at any other time. This 
created a conflict between his 
job and his class and worked 
such a hardship that he was 















bound to fail his class. However, 
by going to the Ombudsman it 
was found that he really did not 
need three more units of this 
particular class and was able to 
get a waiver of units so the 
student could get his 40 units 
and not have a conflict with his 
place of employment. This was 
accomplished by taking three 
units of another class in the 
morning. It is also a credit to the 
Ombudsman’'s office that 
Graduate students as well as 
undergraduate students may 
now erase failing grades from 
their records because many 
times there are extenuating 
circumstances as to why the 
individual failed a particular 
class. 

Some other areas the 
Ombudsman has or can handle 
are in the problems concerning 
motorcycles on the levee. For 
about a year now there have 
been complaints from students 
wishing to enjoy Alumni Grove 
in peace, ecology-minded people 
and faculty members trying to 
teach classes in the area of the 
levee. It is against the law to ride 
motorcycles on the levee but no 
action had been taken against 
the vehicles in question. The 
Ombudsman was brought’ into 
the problem. Our own campus 
police are too slow to catch the 
cyclists and after talking to the 
city police the Ombudsman 
received the reply that the police 
department did not have enough 
men to place there to watch for 
violators. What has happened? 
There has been a fence evected

Another problem was that of a 
student who received a ticket for 
having his car in an improper 
(illegal) area. He went to the 
Ombudsman. It turned out that 
the student’s claim that he could 
not see the sign stating he was in 
an illegal area was valid. The 
student did not have to pay the 
fine and that particular sign has 
since been moved to an area 
where it can readily be seen by 
people. 

Sometimes the problems may 
be political. A few years ago 
some of the more conservative 
students felt that the Cultural 
Programs Committee were not 
presenting enough conservative 
speakers in relation to the liberal 
leaning speakers. They (the 
students) sent a representative to 
the Ombudsman (then the 
position was held by Professor 
Robert Donaldson of the 
History Department) and after 
finding out the actual facts in 
the matter the conservative 
students at the next opening on 
the committee got one of their 
own people on the decision 
making committee. Thanks to 
the Ombudsman for clearing up 
the problems involved. 

The list goes on, the 
Ombudsman can help you with 
your rent problems (did you 
know there is a new law passed 
that makes your landlord show 
“just cause’ in evicting you?) or 











you can go in and just “rap” 
with the Ombudsman. 

With the school growing larger 
the needs for standardization of 
rules are needed and with more 
standardization comes more 
exceptions to the rules. In many 
cases you won't want an 
arbitrary decision and it’s here 
the Ombudsman’s office plays 
one of its most important roles 
It helps the student body as a 
whole because many, many 
times the problems handled are 
not just “personal” problems 
but are what they call in law 
“class cases’ which means it 
iffects everyone in the long run. 
The document called the 
“Student Rights Bill” which was 
passed on our campus will create 
many areas which will be tested 
and here also the Ombudsman 
can help. 

Is there any area that the 
Ombudsman cannot handle? He 
can handle almost anything and 
you won't know if he can help 
you until you come in and ask. 
His door is always open to 
you-got a problem? Try him! 
Professor Jim Holden (formerly 
of the Government Department) 
is currently the Ombudsman 
which is a position held for two 
vears a term. Jim’s term is 
coming to an end and in the 
next few weeks the new 
Ombudsman will be chosen and 
Holden among others has once 
again applied for the position 
It is a unique experience going 
to the Ombudsman’s office. He 
has three offices and by the time 
you go through all three you feel 
like an Astronaut in a 
decontamination chamber but it 
will be worth it. Jim Holden is a 
fine man, our Ombudsman, is no 
‘night in shining armor, a cure 
all, but—he is human and isn’t 
that why you really wanted to 
find in this bureaucratic world? 















Park is alive again, 
rebuilt almost overnight this 
time — a consequence of Nixon's 
blockade. 

There has always been a lot of 
energy related to this park in 
Berkeley, and the park has come 
to represent the struggle for 
community among Berkeley’s 
student population, older 
liberals, street people, high 
school students, ghetto Blacks 
and everybody else who once 
thought it senseless to allow a 
full square block to stand empty 
and barren when a park was 
needed.

Aimost everybody 
who was part of the park felt — 
some for the first time that 
society could be a constructive, 
positive force, and many came 
to recognize that in a _ true 
collective effort, unmarred by 
ego tripping or vain competition, 
joy could result even from the 
most menial of labors

But Governor Reagan acted 
fast. He razed about “private 
property” and “Street people 


who have no regard for the law 
and the rights of the University” 
and sent in the police, the 
sheriff, the Highway Patrol and 
finally, the National Guard to 
rescue the park from the 
** handful of dissidents who 
always make it tough on the 
majority of law abiding 
citizens.’” The result was 
disastrous. Alan Blanchard, an 
artist, was blinded and James 
Rector, a local resident, was 
killed. Numerous arrests were 
made, the park was destroyed 
and the schism between 
government and the people in 
whose interests it supposedly 
acts, was widened 

The University got back its 
precious land ~ built a parking 
lot and protected it with a chain 
link fence. So it stood for three 
years until Nixon's blockade 
served as a catalyst and rallying 
point for people who were tired 
of responding only by 
peace march or by trashing the 
street. This time they decided to 
take some action that 
positive.

The big job, now that the park 
has been won, will be keeping up 
the revolutionary energy. After 
all, China’s big task was not 
accomplished solely in military 
victory. It was effected by 
dedicated people working 
through the years of mundane 


toil it took to transform the 
country. 
That, in a microcosm, is the 


problem of the park. Now that is 
belongs to the people, what will 
happen to it — and to us - that’s 
new and truly revolutionary? 
People’s Park. in most people’s

minds, has always been seen as 
an island of sanity in a mad 
society. This time it can be a

In its unflagging efforts to 
make the world a safer place for 
sobriety, the United Nations has 
recently signed a contract with 
Britain’s Commonwealth 
Institute for Biological Controls 
to begin a world-wide project to 
eradicate opium poppies and 
marijuana hemp plants. Like 
other attempts to alter Mother 


Earth, the plan promises 
innumerable ecological 
side-effects 


Under its three-year contract, 
Commonwealth plans to search 
for insects which will feed on 
opium poppies and marijuana, to 
study their breeding and feeding 
characteristics in Swiss and 
Pakistan laboratories, and 
eventually to breed billions of 
them in factories. The insects 
would then be introduced on a 
massive scale to six of the seven 
continents (hemp and poppies 
seldom sprout in Antarctica). 

No one, however, can 
accurately predict the ultimate 
effects of locsing these 
mass-produced insects on the 
world environment. In Australia 
the prickly pear cactus and the 
rabbit were thoughtlessly 
introduced, but since neither 
had any natural predators, they 
multiplied at incredible rates 
the prickly pear making millions 
of acres impossible for pasture 
and the rabbit destroying most 
ot the grass on the poor and 
delicate Australian range. 
Mongeese and. even virulent 
diseases have been introduced in 
recent years, but the problems 
still exist. Similarly, farmers and 
gardeners in the central United 
where marijuana grows 
wild over millions of acres, may 
well wonder what else the 
insects will decide to eat, after 
flourishing awhile on hemp. 
Perhaps corn or alfalfa’ will 
please them, too

In addition, millions of Asians 
and North Africans smoke 
opium and pot without any of 
the social stigma familiar to 
Westerners. 

Meo tribesmen near the upper 
reaches of the Mekong River in 
Laos, for instance, are 
economically dependent on 
opium growing. Moreover, as 
Ramparts and Earth magazine 
have recently reported, the 
American CIA supports the Meo 
opium business, even 
transporting their products in 
Air American planes. Maybe the 
CIA will provide the Meos with 
free DDT. 

Closer to home, perhaps some 
hip scientists will find another 
insect that preys upon the 
insects that will eat marijuana; 
it’s been done many times 
already with other crop pests. 
Alternatively, a rare disease 
might be discovered and 
developed to kill the anit-pot 
bugs. 

At any rate, though, it appears 
that the United Nations is about 
to give the world another classic 
example of ecological myopia. 
To affect the cultural problems 
of Western nations, they are 
willing to risk upsetting the

The students will normally be 
admitted to the program for a 
two-year period. During the time 
they are in school they will 
receive a stipend of $150 per 
month plus a $200 per semester 
allowance for tuition, fees, and 
books. Summers, they wiil work 
for university credit 


Of the sixteen students who 
will be selected for the project,

Overlooked perhaps are the 
remnants of those fading 
campaign signs, posters, bumper 
stickers, and other political 
paraphernalia. Tive victors of the 
primary election battles, those 
other names that will appear on 
the November ballot. 

The June primary brought a 
few upsets, some changes, and 
some maintenance of things as 
before. But California, through 
the census, gained more 
representation this year. Five 
more seats in the U.S. Congress, 
bringing the California 
congressional delegation up to a 
total of 43. 

To the victor belong the spoils. 
But nevertheless, the returns 


brought some interesting results, 


with even more interesting 
prospects for the next Congress 
Those newly created seats 
brought several heated primary 
contests, including the probable 
election this fall of the first 
woman elected to congress since 


Mrs. Helen Douglas, who was 
defeated for U.S. Senator in 
1950 by a Republican 


congressman from Whittier 
named Nixon in what was one of 
the murkiest most vile 
campaigns for any office that 
has been seen before and since in 
this state 

Assemblywoman Yvonne 
Braithwaite of Los Angeles, 
specifically the Watts area, 
defeated Los Angeles City 
Councilman Billy Mills in this 
predominately black district, 
newly created for blacks in this 
year of reapportionment 
Braithwaite, who was married a 
week after the primary, and has 
yet to decide whether or not to 
use her new married name of 
Burke, is expected to win easily 
in the fall. She will join the less 
than dozen women in congress, 
and will be the second black 
woman elected to that body. 

But the primary saw the revival 
of an old fighter, the first 
member of the House to vote 
against military appropriations, 
George E. Brown, Jr. Brown 
who ran unsuccessfully against 
John Tunney for the U.S. Senate 
nomination in 1970, defeated a 
field of five candiates in the 
primary in a newly created 
district in Kiverside, Imperial 
and San Bernardino Counties. It

looks now as if Brown will 
return to congress in the fall 
again to become one of the most 
adamant critics of the Southeast 
Asian war that still lingers on 
But with George Brown, 
another war critic looks to be 


elected in November. Fourtney 
‘Pete’ Stark, a banker who 
made himself unpopular with 


Walnut Creek city fathers when 
he refused to remove a giant 
sized peace symbol from the top 
of his Security Bank at 
Christmas time, and who paid 
for a billboard against the war 
along a major commuter route 


into the Bay Area. Stark 
defeated 28 year incumbent 
George Miller, 81. in the 


Democratic Primary for the 8th 
Congressional District in 
Alameda County 

But another war critic is 
running hard in the Bay Area, 
presidential challenger Paul N. 
“Pete” McCloskey, having won 
the Republican nod in another 
newly created district in San 
Mateo, and Santa Clara Counties 
is attempting to keep his place in 
Congress this fall. But McCloskey 
taces yet another uphill battle 
against James Stewart in a 
district that was not created as a 
safe district for a member, no 
matter how liberal, of the 
Republican Party. McCloskey 
may have a difficult time with 
the voters in November. 

Still another Republican 
congressman, and another 
entrenched incumbent could 
face serious difficulties at the 
polls this year. Congressman 
William Maillard of San 
Francisco's 6th Congressional 
District is being challenged by 
former Democratic State Central 
Committee Chairman Roger 
Boas. Boas has been running 
hard for months in this district 
that has also felt the effects of 
reapportionment, that extended 
it's boundries outside of the city 
of San Francisco into Southern 
Marin County and San Mateo 
County, specifically in Democrat 
filled Daly City. Boas looks to 
give Maillard the toughest 
challenge of his political career 
San Mateo County is one area 
of California that really felt the 
effects of reapportionment. 
Prior to the readjustment of 
Political boundries the county 
was one congressional district. It 
now has one whole district all to 
itself, and shares two others. In a 
newly created district, the one 
completely within the county 
lines, Assemblyman Leo J. Ryan 
is an expected shoe-in for 
election to congress, having 


‘easily won the primary.

The Democrats were not the 
only  benetactors of the 
reapportionment slicing. A new 
district was created tn Western 
Kern County, San Luis Obispo 
County, and Northern Santa 
Barbara County, (the lines in 
Santa Barbara County carefully 
wander around the student 
community of Isla Vista). 
Republican Assemblyman 
William Ketchum, author of 
much anti-farm workers 
legislation, is expected to be 
elected there 
Reapportionment brought 
changes for Sacramento County 
too. Instead of having two 
members of Congress 
representing Sacramento 
County, there will be four as of 
next January. Congressman John 
E. Moss will be an easy victor, as 
will Congressman Robert L. 
Leggett. Leggett who 
represented only a portion of 
the county has had his share 
reduced in size. Added were 
Congressman Harold T. “Bizz” 
Johnson, of the 2nd District, 
who received a little chunk of 
Sacramento County, around the 
Citrus Heights area. And 
Congressman John F. McFall 
took the eastern and southern 
portions of Sacramento County. 
McFall not only captured the 
Democratic nomination, but also 
won the Republican nomination 
for Congress with write-in votes. 
Other than the newly created 
district, there will be few 
changes in the California 
congressional delegations. The 
most radical member, 
Congressman Ron Dellums of 
Berkeley goes back, but the 
most conservative member of 
the California delegation, John 
Schmitz, a member of the John 
Birch Society, will not represent 
Orange County next year. He 
was defeated in the GOP 
primary because’ he did not 
support the Nixon 
administration. Schmitz had 
criticize the China trip, and other 
policies of the Nixon 
Administration citing them as 
leading the country down the 
road of destruction. Though
